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HE SEA OTTER, a tim- 
id Uttlcr creature of the 
Pacific and once near 


extinction, is on its way back, 
thank* to the Fish and Wild- 
life Service of the Department 
of the Interior. 


Possibly no other Inhabitant 


of the Pacific was ever so 
widely sought in the preceding 
century. At one time sea otter 
pelts were said to be worth 
their weight In gold. 


Traders murdered entire 


Aleut tribes In Alaska, left 
their bodies on the frozen tun- 
dra of the north and sailed 
with their booty—the pelts of 
sea otters. 


Other traders committed pi- 


racy, killed their fellow men 
and sank ships in order to take 
the pelts for their own. 


Sea otters once were aBun- 


dant from Southern California 
to northern Alaska. They faced 
their greatest danger in the 
Russian occupation of Alaska. 
When/the United States bought 
Alaska from Russia in 1868, 
the famed fur-bearing animals 
had been reduced almost to the 
point of extinction. 
•DEGULATIONS and limits 
**were put into effect at that 
time in an effort to save the 
otters. .Those rules remained 
on the books until 1910 when 
the United States outlawed the 
killing of any sea otter. This 
nation was forced to take such 
drastic action to save the small 
remaining groups. 


The Fish and Wildlife Serv- 


ice now estimates that there 
are 8000 sea otters scattered 
along the Alaskan and Aleu- 
tian Islands coastlines. 


While the government does 


not share In the protection of 
the' California coastline, its 
agents believe that < there are 
200 sea otters scattered along 
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iti remote inlets and coves. 
California's sea otters came 
under protection of the State 
Fish and Game Division. 


The sea otter often has been 


called "the child of the sea" 
or "the old man of the sea" be- 
cause it has so many manner- 
isms characteristic of humans. 
Those two names are not as 
contradictory as they might 
•eem. 


HILE the four-and-one- 
half-foot long, 50-pound 


adult looks like an old man, 
with grizzled hair on the head 
and shoulders and a full bris- 
tly mustache, he lives and 
plays like a child. He Is not as 
beautiful a swimmer as the 
otter of fresh water, but ha 
undulates through the sea with 
a. scissors kick, now and then 
rolling on his back to kick him- 
self along with one foot, his 
forepaws resting on his chest. 
. The otter's chest also serves 
as his table. On it he spreads 
sea urchins as he tears them 
apart And that, by the way, 
is his principal diet After fin- 
ishing lunch, the otter rolls 
over a few times and scrubs 
his head and neck with his 
paws. 


No mother of the wild is 


more careful of her young than 
the sea otter parent with her 
single kit 'or pup. The baby 
rests on his mother's chest 
iriost of the time, receiving 
more kissing and fondling than 
the average infant in these 
modern times. 
In an emer- 


gency, mama tucks Junior un- 
der one arm and dives into a 
kelp jungle for protection. 


The female sea otter also is 


like a human mother in that 
•he will not hesitate to spank 
junior when he needs it Should 
the pup, while learning to 
swim, fall to dive under the 
crest of a breaking wave, he 
could be killed on the rocks. 
Unw this lesson Us learned, the 
mother will thrash her pup— 
and no doubt it hurts her 
worse than it does him. 
CEA OTTERS are beginning 


to pay off for the Fish and 


Wildlife Service; the otters are 
Increasing. More colonies—not 
to be mapped for unscrupulous 
men 
to 
locate—are to be 


•tarted-t-and, some day when 
the numbers have increased, 
surplus sea otters will be har- 
vested for an annual yield to 
run 
into the" hundreds of 


thousands of dollars. 


Until that time, considerable 


research must be carried out 
to locate the shelving shore- 
lines, and undersea coastal ta- 
bles where sea urchins, princi- 
pal food of the otters, thrives. 
Also protection must be pro- 
vided in large kelp beds where 
the otters may rest, play and 
hide from their two worst ene- 
mies: Killer whales and men. 
They are constantly alert 
against these foes, occasionally 
•hading their eyes from the 
glare of the sun with their 
paws to look for killer whale 
fins or boats of men.

mosphere about it because the 
extensive areas of glass extend 
the living room walls to the 
garden wall. 


A small entrance way opens 


directly to the kitchen, the 
combination living-dining room, 
the door to the garage and the 
terrace. The bedrooms also 
may be reached from the front 
door by passing along the ter- 
race. Hall space was kept down 
to a minimum—a small entry 
and a short bedroom hall take 
up little floor space.

for many, many years are still 
th» most popular. They are 
maple, walnut and mahogany. 
Maple has been used for Amer- 
ican furniture for 300 years 
and still finds favor with the 
American public—not only for 
reproduction of the earlier fur- 
niture of the country but for 
other styles — including mod- 
trn, 


Mahogany was first 
Intro- 


duced into England and then 
Into this country. Real mahog- 
any still comes from Central 
America where it was first 
discovered by Sir F r a n c i s 
Drake. It was used almost ex- 
clusively by Chippendale and 
other 18th century English 
cabinet makers as well as the 
craftsmen in this country dur- 
ing the same period. It 


also the favorite wood of Dun- 
can Phyfe of New York during 
the first half of the 19th cen- 
tury. 


Walnut was first used in 


England during the time of 
Charles II, starting with 1660. 
The original furniture of that 
time as well as the Queen 
Anne period was all made of 
this beautiful wood. 


Genuine maple, walnut and 


mahogany should be recog- 
nized by the pattern or design 
which nature has given the 
woods and not by color, alone. 
True enough, the natural color 
of maple Is light amber, walnut 
Is light brown and mahogany 
Is a reddish cast, but the dark 
brown and dark red usually as- 
sociated with walnut and ma- 
hogany are stains that have 
been applied and which could 
be applied to many other and 
Inferior woods.

OORS can serve in a 
far g r e a t e r capacity 
than that of stopping a 


hole In a wall. Modern homes 
emphasize many unusual fea- 
tures of architecture and front 
doors can serve to point up the 
styling or provide a focal point 
to remember. 


It is possible today to buy 


outside doors of many kinds 
made especially to suit the 
style In which your house is 
d e s i g n e d . The raised-panel 
moulding on the front door of 
a house in which details were 
copied from Colonial days is 
a contribution towards beauty. 


A Dutch door which parts in 


the center so either the top or 
bottom section can be opened 
separately has a number of ad- 
vantages. In some cases the 
top half of a Dutch door has 
a window, an 
arrangement 


which admits light into the 
entry during the day and, of 
course, has the advantage of 
letting the householder see 
who is ringing the doorbell be- 
fore the door is opened. 


Modern trends of architec- 


ture concentrate on the private 
garden at the back of the 
house, keeping the front unob- 
trusive yet attractive.

"Have the title or deed to 


your home recorded jointly in 
the name of husband and wife. 
It's as important as life and 
fire insurance." 


That is the advice of the 


Construction Research Bureau, 
national clearing house for 
building information, after con- 
ducting a survey among attor- 
neys and mortgage lenders 
who have seen countless fami- 
lies suffer needlessly in case of 
death or of lawsuits over debts. 


In most states, joint owner- 


ship is possible and in such 
cases husband and wife are 
called "tenants by entireties." 
If one dies, the other owns the 
house. No will, no estate ad- 
ministration and, in most states, 
no Inheritance tax is required. 


Furthermore, should one of 


the "tenants by entirety" be 
sued, creditors cannot take over 
the house, although in the half- 
dozen or so community prop- 
erty states, a widow might find 
herself half-owner of the home 
with creditors owning the other 
half. 


The time to take the precau- 


tion of joint ownership Is when 
the home is purchased. If the 
house is already owned in the 
husband's name alone, owner- 
ship can be changed by a new 
deed, but should the husband 
have debts, care must be taken 
that the change does not have 
the legal effect of a fraud upon 
creditors. 


If a couple buys a house 


jointly before they are married, 
the subsequent wedding will 
not protect them.

tinued strong housing demand, 
followed by normal demand and 
continued housing construction, 
creating increased surpluses for 
four yenrs. The demand for 
factor}' space will tag along at 
the present subnormal levels 
during the period and the ris- 
ing production of commercial 
space will rench Its peak after 
residential demand has begun 
to wane. 


Emphasizing that the real 


estate profession is one of the 
most sensitive to cyclical fluc- 
tuations, Marx points out that 
the g o v e r n m e n t Is better 
equipped than ever before to 
combat cycles. 
Namely, he 


cites the federal government's 
willingness to expend large 
sums of money to jack up the 
economy and the ability of the 
Federal Reserve System to 
manipulate Interest rates at a 
time when banks have large 
portfolios of government bonds. 


Marx indicates that the long- 


range economic outlook for real 
estate lies In the underlying re- 
lationship between real estate 
value and the price of labor. 
Me states, "since all indications 
are that labor will exert con- 
tinuous pressure for higher 
wages, it follows that real 
estate prices and values will 
tend to move upwards."
